‘Freedom of the Press” 

The Allentown Call, leading newspaper in. 
the Lehigh Valley area of Pennsylvania com- 
mented editorially on the tragedy of the six 
U. S. Marine recruits forced to march to their 
death in a South Carolina swamp on orders of a 
drunken Sergeant. 

Said the Call, ‘‘It was not the U. S. Marine 
Corps code which sent the six men to their 
ae It was the plague of our civili- 
zation, strong drink. . . ”’ 

An immediate and violent reaction was the 
tirade by the editor of Tap and Tavern, a 
publication devoted to the interests of the 
Retail Liquor Dealers. Said he, ‘‘If that doesn’t 
sound like a prohibitionist tract, we’ve never 
read one, and we’ve read hundreds of their 
silly pieces about the ‘‘evils’’ of drinking 
alcoholic beverages. But we never expected to 
see such words in a big daily newspaper 
particularly one that accepts beer and tavern 
advertisements.’’ 

In other words the Tap and Tavern admits 
what we have contended for some time. That 
the liquor traffic, because of its huge expen- 
ditures for advertising expects those who accept

their money to refrain from any comment that 
that would in any way reflect upon or discredit 
the use of their product. 

If the liquor traffic presumes to dictate what 
may or may not be printed in our newspapers 
where is our freedom of the press? It the 
liquor traffic sets itself up as a judge and jury 
can we expect justice? 

In this land of the free and the home of 
44 million alcoholics it is time that those who 
would suppress the truth should be put in their 
place. The quarter of a billion dollars that the 
liquor traffic spends each year to advertise its 
business should not be allowed to buy the 
silence of our editors when it comes to com- 
menting on the tragedies resulting from drunkenness. 

Mussolini, Hitler, Peron and other dic- 
tators enjoyed their power for a season, si- 
lencing all opposition, but in the end they fell. 
So shall it be with Bacchus.

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IMPORTANT MEMO 


Attention: All Citizens 

Subject: Referendum on sale of alcoholic 
beverages 

Time: November 6, 1956 


Referendums may be held in municipalities 
where establishments are now licensed for the 
retail sale of alcoholic beverages by the drink. 

Upon presentation of a petition signed by a 
minimum of 15% of the qualified electors, the 
governing board of the municipality shall 
direct that the following question be submitted 
to the voters: 

**Shall the retail sale of all kinds of al- 
coholic beverages, for consumption on the 
licensed premises by the glass or other open 
receptacle pursuant to Chapter I of the title 
Intoxicating Liquors of the Revised Statutes, 
be permitted in this municipality?’’ 

If a majority of the legal voters voting upon 
the question shall vote ‘‘NO’’ the licensing 
authority in the municipality will issue no new 
retail licenses and any issued theretofore shall 
become void thirty days after the date of the 
election. 

There are many residential areas of the 
State where citizens should consider the ad- 
vantages to be derived from the holding of a 
successful referendum. Such advantages in- 
clude: 

1. Property values would increase. 

2. Local government costs would be reduced. 

3. Police, relieved of watch-dog duty in 
saloons would provide better protection 
for the community. 

4. The criminal element that habitually con- 
gregate inthe saloons would go elsewhere. 

5. The denying of community approval for 
such establishments would impress youth 
reminding them of the impropriety of drink- 
ing practices.

THE SPREAD OF ALCOHOLISM 


Basking in the sunlight of social custom, 
nourished by the fertilizing influence of ad- 
vertising and with its infection being spread 
by silent carriers (social drinkers) the body 
weakening, mind degenerating, spiritdestroying, 
disease of alcoholism has reached proportions 
of a plague. 

The number of alcoholics per 100,000 adult 
population in the United States has increased 
44% during a 13 year period beginning in 1940, 
according to an article published in the Quart- 
erly Journal of Studies;on Alcohol, March, 1956. 

According to the report, in 1940 there were 
3,050 alcoholics per 100,000 adult population. 
In 1953 the number had increased to 4,390 per 
100,000 for a total of 4,589,000 alcoholics in 
the United States. 

Of the 48 states and the District of Col- 
umbia, New Jersey has the dubious distinction 
of standing seventh, both in 1940 and 1953, 
in the proportionate number of alcoholics. New 
Jerseyites addicted to the drug, number 205, 
050 of which 171,950 are male and 33,100 
female. 

Of the big cities throughout America, 
Elizabeth, New Jersey is 8th, and Jersey City 
is 13thin the proportionate number of alcoholics 
on an adult population basis. 

New Jersey has 5,590 alcoholics per 100,000 
adult population. The national average is 
4,390. 





ALCOHOL EDUCATION 


CONFERENCE 

The New Jersey State Departments of 
Education and Health sponsored an Alcohol 
Education Conference at Rutgers University 
May 19th. 

The Conference was largely attended by 
educators and public health officials from all 
over the State. 

After a Symposium presided over by Dr. 
George Boone, Passaic, those attending divided 
into six groups for further discussion. 
Questions considered included: 

1. Do boys and girls need instruction about 
alcohol? 

Where in the curriculum can alcohol ed- 

ucation be taught most effectively? 

Can instruction about alcohol be given so 

as to avoid conflicts with the philosophy of 

the home, church and community ? 
There was general agreement on the following 
conclusions: 
1. The use of alcohol among young people 
presents a serious problem. 

Youth are influenced more by parents than 

by either the church or school. 

Personal opinions must not be allowed to 

influence teaching. Facts should be pre— 

sented objectively. Of necessity students 
will have to arrive at theirown conclusions. 


NEWARK METHODIST CONFERENCE 
ACTS 


The Newark Conference at its annual meet: 
ing adopted the report of the Board of Temper- 
ance of which the Rev. J. R. Carruth was chair- 
man. 

One item of the report was of special 
importance to the League. It provided that the 
Conference should elect six of its members to 
serve on the Trustee Board of the Temperance 
League of New Jersey. 

The Committee on Nominations was in- 
structed to take the necessary action in order 
to comply with that section of the report. 

Early announcement will be made con- 
cerning those who will officially represent the 
Newark Conference in the planning and direct- 
ing of the League program.
